Goeys to Mimself
Thoroughly with Conditions There—
Post a Hard One to Fill nt Present—
Little Time Left to Form Skeleton

WASHINGTON, D. €, April 12.—
Charles H. Allen, at present assistant
gecretary of the navy, will be the first
civil governor of Porto Rico, undey
the provisions of the bill passéd by
the house of representatives vestorday.

Inasmuch ag the act tukes efect on
the first of next month, there s but
little time left in which to outline a
skeleton form of government, includ-
Ing the formation of a cabinet.

Toward the close of the day Allen
wias summoned to the White house
by the president and the formal ten-
ter of the post was made, Allen re-
turned a practical acceptance, Then
the president and thHe next governor
of Porto Ricto spent an hour in close
conference. Owing to the fact that
little more than two weeks' time inter-
venes before the civil government must
g0 Into operation, according to the
act of congress, it was decided that it
would not be practicable to complete
the cabinet of the governor in that
time, Therefore Allen will go alone to
San Juan at the earliest possible mo-
ment after Secretary Long's return to
Washington, which should be on Sat-
uruay next.

He will put himself in tonch with
General Davis, now military governor
of the island, and spend a short time
in acquainting himself with the in-
sular affairs and in studying the char-
acter of the men who present them-
selves to his notice as proper material
for memboership of the new cabinet,
The organic act prescribes that at least
seven members of the council shall be
Porto Ricans,

While the actual
these offices will devolve upon the
president, Allen’s observations while
in Portog Rico are expected to ald
materially in the selections. As soon
a5 he shall have established himself
and gained the knowledge he seeks
Governor Allen will return to the
I'nited States. ke may leave General
Davls in charge during his absence,
but in ease it shall have been found
possible to complete the formation of
the cabinet, or even if only one mem-
ber shall have heen appointed, then
that person will act as temporary gov-
ernol, As to his intentions respecting
the administration of the island's af-
fairs Allen disclosed these during a
short interview this afternoon, in the
course o! which he said:

“It is true that the president has
asked me to go to Porto Rico as the
clvil governor. I regard this tender
in the spirit in which it is made, as
a great compliment, although its ac-
ceptance means undertaking grave
responsibilities,

“My own inclination and my per-
gonal interests urge me to decline, but
one shonld not always choose the easy
way. There is a patriotic duty some-
times to be performed. If [ can arrange
my atfairs in such a way as to enable
me to do so I shall accept the position
and I shall then be reaay to start at
once for this post of duty tomorrow.

“My deep regret is leaving the navy
department. My service there has been
of the happiest sort and the attach-
ments there for me will always remain
a pleasant memory."

In the selection of Mr. Allen the
president has had in mind the appoint-
ment of a man of affairs and of sound
business experience, gualities which
are deemed essential in the administra-
tion of the aftairs of an entirely new
government such as is to be erected in
rorto Rico,

M:s Allen §s no lawyer, but legal
advice always can be had even in
Porto Rico, when the occasion arises,
and in fact the organic act provides
for o well paid attorney general as a
member of the governor general's
cabinet.

TEXT OF PORTO RICO BILL

Provislons of the Mensu'e FProviding In-
come for One New ["osdessions,

WASHINGTON, April 13.—The fol-
lowing is a simmary of the provisions
of the Porto Rico bill, which ig now a
Inw:

It applies to the island wof Porto
Rico and to the adjacent islands lying
easgt of the seventy-fourth meridian,
which are designatesd Porto  Rieo,
From the date of the passgae of the
act the same custom duties are levied
or. all goods enterlng Porto Rico from
forelgn countries n¢ are levied on the
siime goods entering the United States,
save that coffee, which has free entry
into the United States, is to pay &
cents per pound on  entering Porto
Rico, Sclentific, literary and artistic
works and books and pamphlets print-
ed in the English langnage may enter
Porto Rico free of duty, The tarift
section of fthe bill relating to dutles
between the United States and Porto
Rico 13 as follews:

“That on and after the passnge of
this act all merchandise coming into
the United States from Porto Rico and
coming into Porto Rico from  the
United States shall be entered at the
several ports of entry upon payvment
of 15 per cent of the duties which are
required to be levied, collected and paid
upon like articles of merchandise im-
ported from foreign countries; and in
addition thereto upon articles of mer-
chandise of Porto Rican manufacture
coming into the United States and
withdrawn for consnmption or sale
upon payment of a tax equal to the
internal revenue tax lmposed in the
United States upon the like articles of
merchandise of domestic manufacture,
such tax to be paid by internal rev-
enue stamp or stamps to be purchased
and provided by the commlissloner of
internal revenue and to be procured
from the collector of internal revenus
alt or most convenient to the port of
entry of sald merchandise in  the
United States and to be affixed under
such regulations as the commissioner
of internal revenue, with the approval
of the secretary of the treasury, shall
progeribe; and on all articles of mer-
chandise of United States manufacture
coming into Porto Rico in addition to
the duty above provided upon payment
of » tax equal in rate and amount to
the internal revenue tax imposed in
PPorto Rico uwpon the like articles of
Porto Rican manufacture,

“Provided, that on and after the date
when this act shal] take effect all mer-
chandise and articles except coffee,
not dutiable under the tariff laws of
the United States, and all merchandise
and articles entered in Porto Rico free
of duty under forece heretofore made
by the secretary of war shall be ad-
mitted into the several ports thereof,
when imported from the United States,
free of duty, all laws or parts of laws
to the contrary notwithstanding: and
whenever the legislative assembly of
Porto Rico shall have enacted and pnt
into operation a system of local taxa-
tion to meet the necessities of the goy-
esnment of Porto Rico by this act es-
tublished, and shall by resolution duly
passed so notify the president, he shall
make proclamation thereof, and there-
upon all tariff dues on merchandise
and articles going into Porto Rico
from the United States or coming into
the United States from Porto Rico, and
from and after such date all such mer-
chandise and articles shall be enterad
at the several ports of entry free of
duty; and in no event shall any duties
be collected after the 1st day of Mardch,
1902, on  merchundise and articles
going into Porto Rico from the United
States or coming into the United
States from Porto Rico. The duties
collected under the above section shall
be placed at the disposal of Rorto Rico
until the government of Porto Rico
shall have been organized, when thoe
moneys collected shall be turned into
the local treasury of Porto Rico. Goods
fmported from Porto Rico and under
bond shall pay only the duty imposed
by this act,.”

The government
hill are:

“The capital shnll be at San Juan.
Persons who were Spanish  subjects
April 11, 1899, and who have not elect-
ed to preserve their allegiance to Spain
are held to be citizens of Porto Rico
and entitled to the protection of the
United States, The dezignation of the
body politie Is under the name of the
people of Porto Rico,

“The laws and ordinances of Porto
Rico now in foree shall continue in full
force and effect except as altered by
this act or by military orders, and
which are not inconsistent with the
laws of the UUnited States.

“The old law forbidding the marriage
of priests and ministers is repealed.”

“1 wish at this time to speak just a
moment about our new chancellor, 1
feel that those of you who are inter-
eqted in oratory and publie speaking
shonld be very enthusiastic over the
calling of this man, who is known
a4 not only an author and edncator,
but as an orator, You will have, if
ha comes to us, and 1 trust that Re
may, a4 man who will lead you and
who will encourage you in this worlk,
Now, there is a rumor that he may
not accept, Let us pray that this may
not be so, because 1 am fairly con-
vinved, young men and women, that
if we can prevail upon this great man
Lo come to us, he will help you in
such work as you are interested in
at this mass meeting this morning.”

He served through the civil war, en-
listing as a private, and was promot-
ed 1o corporal, sergeant, guarter mas-
ter-sergeant and second  lientenant,
He was wounded at Petersburg Au-
pust 24, 1864, losing an eye. Returning
home at the cloge of the war young
Andrews entered Mrown  university
and  graduated in 1870, He took a
cotirse In theology in Newton Theolog-
feal institution, sraduating therefrom
in 1874,

The title of LL. D. was conferred
upon Prof., Andrews by the Unlversity
of Nebrnska and that of D, D. by Col-
by university, On November 25, 1870,
he was muarried to Miss BElla  Auna
Allen, Prof. Andrews has successively
held the following positions: Princl-
pal of Connecticut Literary institute,
Suflield, Conn,, from 1870 to 1872; pas-
tor of the Fivst Baptists church, Hev-
crly, Mass, 1874 to 1875; president of
Dennison  university, Granville, O,
1895 to 1879:; professor of homileties,
Newton Theological institution, 1879 to
1882 professor of history and politieal
economy, Brown university, 1882 to
1888 professor of political economy
and finance, Cornel, 1888 to 1889; pres-
ident. of Brown university, 1889 to
184K,

Frof, Andrews is the author of “In-

DENIES  JURISDICTION OF COURT

Oujects 1o Paging Penalties for Violation
of the Maximom Frolght Hate Law— A
Bopposcd Cnne of Texin Fever— Other
Nebroaskn Matters, '

LONDON, April 11— A demurrer was
filed In the supreme court asking for
the dismissal of the sult Insututed by
the attorney genoral against the Union
Pacific ralirond to recover $600,000 in
penalties for violation of the maximum
fielght rate law. The defendant de-
nieg the jurisdiction of the court to try
the "ease and agzertz further that the
pinintiff Is barred from recovery by
the statute of Hmitations, It {8 alleged
that every offense charged by the at-
torney general is eriminal in nature
and not clvil, A gection of the con-
stitution is clted which prevides that
the supreme court has original juris-
dictlon in elvil cases only, As an addi-
tlonal objection the defendant asserts
that it has never bean convicted in any
court of violation of the maximum rate
law. The grounds upon which the de-
murrer ig based are the same as were
cited in the motion for the dismissal
of the Standard 0il case,

Frank L. Dinsmoere, the Bultalo coun
ty murderer sentenced to be hanged
nt Lexington on July 20, was brought
tu the state penitentiory for safe keep-
ing, pending the action of his wppeai
in the supreme court.

A supposed case of Toxas fever has
been reported to Governor Poyntér
from Kelth county, where a number of
cattle have recently died from somae
urknown disease, The deceased cattio
were shipped into Kefth county from
Indian Territory after the expiration of
the state guarantine, Several of the
ticks supposed to have transmitted the
disease have been sent to veterinarians
and opinion scems to be divided as to
whether they ave really the germs of
Texas fever, Dr. O, 1, Menter, a vet-
erinarian at Ogallala, declaves they are
mere wood ticks and that there is ne
cause for alarm.

Money Goes Negglng.

OMAHA, April 11.—E. Mcintyre of
Scward, treasurer of the state board of
agriculture, 18 In the city, expressing
surprise that the people of this part of
the state, who hold warrants against
the board for premiums earned at the
state fair held in 1897, are so slow in
presenting their claims to be cashed.
Mr, Melntyre says:

“We have advertised tarongh the pa-
pers and sent out notices that we had
the money ready to pay the face value
of all these claims and that the war-
rants would be honored at the Omaha
Natlonal bank, or at the First ivational
bsnk at Lincoln, when presented prop-
erly Indorsed."”

Out of the $3,908 of warrants out-
standing of the 1897 issue there has
been less than $1.000 presented for
pasyment. Mr, McIntyre says, “We have
been holding the money ready for the
puyment of these claims since Janu-
ary 25, when we recelved the §4,000
gtate appropriation.”

Murdered by Indinans,

FREMONT, Neb, April 11.—Ths
shocking news of tne murider of Bert
Horton and his wife by Indiang on
Lynn canal near Skaguay, Alaska, has
been received by Mr. Horton's slster,
Miss Hattie Roberts, adopted daughter
of Mr. and Mra. Matthew Roberts of
thig ecity, Miss Roberts is a teacher
i the Beebs school and her brother
Lhas been in Fremont several times dur-
ing visits. Mr. Horton and hig belde,
who was Lut nineteen years old, had
been married but a few months and
were having an outing some miles out
of Skaguay when they were rutuiessly
shot down by savages, who belleved
that the whites had killed two of thelr
own people and insisted on a life for
a life.

GERMANY NEEDS FOODSTUFFS

Consul Reviews Results of Prosent Ke-
strletive Leglislution,

WASHINGTON, Aprll 16.—Debate
which has been in progress in the Ger-
man reichstag over the proposed meat
inspection act which, If passed, wonld
practically stop all lmportation of live
cattle and meats into Germany, has
agaln revived the question of what
would the Industrial and commercial
classes of Germany do for food if
the imported supply of bhreadstuffs and
meats should be cut off,

Consnl General Mason at Berlin has
made an interesting report on this
subject to the state department under
date of March 9. During the last cen-
tury, he sayvs, the population of the
German emplre has increased from
20500000 to 56,000,000, and a propor-
